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AN EXPRESSION OF TRUST 
President Eisenhower’s re-election to a 
second term is abov e all a reaffirmation 
of the deep trust with which he is regarded 
by a majority of Americans. 
The fact of this trustful relationship was 
well established before the 195 6 campaign. 
Nothing which took place in the pre-elec­ 
tion campaigning serv ed to shatter that 
basic attitude of confidence in the Presi­ 
dent. 
Indeed, there is substantial ev idence that 
both world ev ents and the dev elopments of 
the campaign itself actually reinforced Mr. 
Eisenhower’s hold on the American people. 
Election ev e soundings indicated that he 
rather than Adlai Stev enson, the Demo­ 
cratic nominee, was the chief beneficiary of 
the grav e uncertainties which arose from 
war in the Middle East and Sov iet satellite 
rev olt in Eastern Europe. 
The ev idence suggested, too, that the 
President gained v otes both among Demo­ 
crats and fence-sitters as result of Stev en­ 
son’s proposals for a ban on H-bomb tests 
and an early end to the draft. 
The popular feeling was that on balance 
Mr. Eisenhower, an ex perienced military 
man, was better qualified than Stev enson 
to determine these matters and to guide 
the nation in a troubled time. 
Working for the President in this field 
was the fact that America itself had not 
been inv olv ed in a shooting war since the 
Korean war was ended in the first months 
of his administration. Clearly this was of 
ov erriding importance to many millions of 
Americans in all walks of life. 
As the Democrats failed to shake the 
ov erwhelming popular confidence in the 
President’s ability to preserv e the peace, so 
they failed to conv ince most Americans 
that today ’s prosperity is false. 
Some 
farmers, 
as 
predicted, 
turned 
against Ike in the grain belt states, but no-1 
where was the defection big enough to pull 
a state into Stev enson’s column. 
All ov er the land the figures showed that 
in the v ital economic sphere Mr. Eisen­ 
hower's strength not only held but in many 
cases was heav ily enlarged ov er 195 2. Big 
cities long Democratic strongholds toppled 
into his column. 
Millions of workers stay ed with him not 
only on the peace issue but on the ground 
that they had during his first regime en­ 
joy ed perhaps the best four y ears they had 
ev er known. The old link between the Re­ 
publicans and depression was manifestly 
weakened. 
Combatting a popular President who 
could employ “ peace and prosperity ’’ as his 
principal battle cry would not hav e been 
easy for the Democratic party under the 
best of circumstances. 
But their difficulties were compounded 
by the gradually emerging ev idence that 
Stev enson as a candidate could not fire 
the popular imagination. His political per­ 
sonality did not register with many mil­ 
lions, and he could not find the issues from 
which to build a winning trend. 
At 6 6 , President Eisenhower again has 
the people’s mandate to take them safely 
through perilous international seas on a 
course of widening social and economic 
progress. 


MORE TESTS NEEDED 
Americans are prone to seize upon new* 
remedies for old ailments. So much has 
been written about wonder drugs that there 
is a tendency to depend upon them in al­ 
most any situation. 
It is thus no surprise that the so-caHed 
tranquilizing drugs hav e gained widespread 
popularity in a v ery short time. A star­ 
tling number of people are taking such 
drugs to reliev e tension and anx iety . 
Now it is beginning to be clear that nu­ 
merous 
phy sicians 
hav e 
doubts 
as 
to 
whether such drugs are entirely beneficial. 
It is being suggested that in some cases 
their harmful effects may outweigh their 
v alue. More tests are needed. Therefore, 
it is good news that the Public Health Serv ­ 
ice is undertaking a thorough study of the 
tranquilizers.

THE PEOPLE SPEAK 
The vo lume o f vo tes cast in the 1956 electio n, 
mo re than 51,000.000 o ut o f a to tal po pulatio n o f 
168,000,000, clearly indicates th a t the peo ple no t 
o nly spo ke but wished to speak. No o ne in the 
United S ta tes is required to vo te; it is a who lly 
vo luntary pro cess. Eisenho wer received mo re than 
a m ajo rity o f the po pular vo te; the electo ral vo te 
do es no t present the sam e pro po rtio ns as the 
po pular vo te. In the electo ral vo te, state by state, 


w inner takes all. 
Eisenho w er’s po pularity held up despite the 
use th a t was m ade by the o ppo sitio n o f his ill- 
health. If anything, this particular argum ent h u rt 
Stevenso n, as Eisenho wer appeared hale and o ften 
o n the televisio n screen to millio ns o f Americans 
and so metimes he lo o ked less tired 
than his 
yo unger challenger. 
/ 
As mo st hum ans have, at o ne time o r ano ther, 
been sick o f a m o re o r less serio us nature, the 
reiteratio n that Ike had had a thro mbo sis and an 
ileitis evo ked no t o nly sym pathy but a pride in 
his energetic co meback. 
A no ther argum ent th at fo uled the o ppo sitio n 
was “part-tim e President." It so unded far-fetched. 
In this 40-ho ur-a-week co untry, who is no t w o rk­ 
ing part-tim e? And the assum ptio n is that it the 
business o f the natio n gets do ne to the satisiac­ 
tio n o f the peo ple, it o nly go es to sho w th at 
Eisenho w er kno ws ho w to o rganize his o ffice. The 
go lf ball and the mashic m ay yet beco me the sym ­ 
bo l o f the era. W alter R euther who advo cates a 
30-ho ur w eek surely canno t o bject to a President 
who gets his wo rk do ne w itho ut a sto p watch. At 
any rate, the peo ple so vo ted. 
A no ther argum ent that ran fo ul is that A m er­ 
icans can be led by the no se o n a class-co nscio us 
basis. Eisenho wer carried all the distinctively 
farm states except six in the So uth and it was 
Eisenho wer and 
his Secretary o f 
Agriculture, 
Ezra T aft Benso n, who pro po sed and pursued a 
farm po licy which the D em o crats said was ruin­ 
ing the farm er and returning him to the Demo ­ 
cratic fo ld. Except as it affected so me members 
o f Co ngress, and th a t co uld also be o ver o ther 
m atters, the farm ers, by and large, helped to in­ 
crease the Eisenho wer vo te. 
Similarly. Eisenho wer co uld no t have carried 
such industrial states as Pennsylvania. West V ir­ 
ginia. Co nnecticut and Ohio if the po litical effo rts 
o f the A.F.L.-C.I.O. co unted fo r much. The evi­ 
dence is th at the American w o rker while belo ng­ 
ing to a unio n vo tes fo r candidates fo r public 
o ffice as he cho o ses. He do es no t regard the po ­ 
litical judgm ent o f his leaders as better than his 
o wn. 
Also it do es no t appear in any figures that 
there was any sho w o f racial o r natio nality an ­ 
tago nism to the President o r that, in this elec­ 
tio n. such m atters co unted. 
Stevenso n undo ubtedly frightened so me who 
might have vo ted fo r him by his pursuit o f the 
argum ent that the H-bo mb sho uld no t be tested. 
It so unded um ralistic. It g a \e the impressio n o f 
careless judgm ent particularly a fte r the Russian 
invasio n o f H ungaiy and the brutal o ro po sal to 
the United S tates that the two ato m ic natio ns, 
the United S tates and So viet Russia, jo in to take 
the British and the French o ut o f the Suez e n te r­ 
prise. It scemen to m any that w hereas Stevenso n 
may have had a valid argum ent abo ut radio active 
stro ntium this co untry had to go o n testing as 
lo ng as So viet Russia rejected every pro po sal to 
limit o r even abo lish the use o f ato m ic and hydro ­ 
gen bo mbs by internatio nal co ntro l and inspec­ 
tio n.-A t any rate, Stevenso n's appro ach to this 
pro blem lo st fo r him the co nfidence o f m any 
vo ters who feared that he accepted im m ature ad­ 
vice to o willingly. 
The sam e applied to his argum ent co ncerning 
the extrem ely unpo pular draft, which mo st p ar­ 
ents fear and hate. But the feeling was also 
stro ng th a t this was no t the time to bring up such 
a subject, no t when there was sho o ting in the 
Middle E ast and in H ungary and when Iceland 
was thro wing us o ut and who can tell w hat will 
happen next? It was the w ro ng campaign in 
which to take up an issue which, under so me cir­ 
cumstances. might have been po pular. 
Undo ubtedly, there will be weeks o f discus­ 
sio n abo ut this campaign, but this much lo o ks 
certain the D em o crats need a new type o f leader­ 
ship if they are to win in 1960. T heir present po ­ 
sitio n resembles that o f the Republican F arty 
a fte r the defeat o f Wendell Willkie.

NUTRITION IN M ENTAL HOSPITALS 
It is a very difficult thing to keep check o n 
just ho w much fo o d a patient in ho spital is ac­ 
tually eating. 
The physician m ay o rder a 3,000 
calo rie upbuilding diet and such a diet m ay be 
placed o n the patient's tray, but it is ano ther thing 
to see that the patient eats it. O r it so metimes 
happens th at the patient do es no t select, fro m the 
ample menu presented him, eno ugh fo o d to be 
| anyw here near 3.000 calo ries. 
Unless the patient 
! has a special nurse to keep track o f every meal, 
| such sho rtages in his diet are missed. 
New we read o f a survey o f the nutritio n o f 
ipatients in a m ental ho spital that acco m m o dates 
2.300 patients repo rted in the English medical 
magazine The Lancet. 
The survey co vered a pe­ 
rio d o f three years. 
The fo o d issued to the pa­ 
tients was m easured and the am o unt actually 
co nsumed was calculated by subtracting the w aste 
left o n the plates. 
W hat did this survey reveal? While o nly a few’ 
cases o f deficiency diseases such as pellagra (lack 
o f Vitamin Gl and scurvy (lack o f Vitamin C) 
were fo und, detailed study sho wed m any latent 
o r hidden deficiencies which wo uld in time take 
o n a mo re o pen fo rm. 
The fo o d apparently supplied sufficient calo ries, 
averaging abo ut 2.800 daily’, but the hemo glo bin 
(iro n in the blo o d• levels and intakes o f caro te- 
no ids (plants w ith yello w’ pigm ent such as c a r­ 
ro ts I, Vitamin A (fo und ifi co d-liver o il, butter, 
who le milk, cheese, cream , liver, heart, kidneys, 
and yello w, green and red vegetables! and as­ 
co rbic acid (fo und in citrus fruits» were all lo w. 
The hemo glo bin level was fo und to be abo ut 15 
per cent lo wer than that fo und in peo ple living in 
ho mes fo r the aged. 
M any patients had skin co nditio ns o ver the 
butto cks and o uter side o f the arms, gingiviti* 
(inflammatio n o f the gums» , sto m atitis (inflam­ 
m atio n o f the mo uth» , and extensive blue pimply 
disco lo ratio ns o f the legs, ankles and fo rearms. 
While it is easier to say so mething than to do 
it, these research physicians emphasize the need 
to reo rganize catering arrangem ents in m ental 
ho spitals.

Awning Paint 
Fo r Fiber Rugs 


Awning paint is recommended 
for rejuvenating fiber rugs which 
are so popular for summer use 
but are prone to fader after a 
couple of seasons. 
The suggestion comes 
from 
Rosa Starkey, extension special­ 
ist in home furnishings at the 
University of Massachusetts. 
Awning paint is waterproof, 
wears well, sinks into the fiber 
without giving it a painted look, 
and dries with a dull surface, 
Miss Starkey says. 
There are 
also some special paints for fiber 
rugs or a good grade of flat 
alkyd paint may be used. 
Flat 
alkyd is an oil paint and may 
require a little thinning with 
turpentine to allow it to sink 
into and coat the fibers. 
You’ll need many layers of 
newspapers to protect the floor 
while you’re applying paint to 
the rug, warns Miss Starkey. 
The paint soaks through news­ 
paper, so check it occasionally. 
Select a stiff brush and fill it 
with paint, then wipe off the ex­ 
cess on the inside lip of the can.
